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Follow-up report 
GRENADA 


OUR ISSUE 213 STORY ON GRENADA has brought 
some feedback, almost all of it positive. We 
did have a long phone conversation with one of 
the participants in the amateur radio commu- 
nications, a person peripherally involved in 
the news business. While he pointed out a 
handful of discrepancies (mainly things no one 
could have known when we wrote the story on 
Oct 27), he failed to change our mind on any 
major conclusion we had come to. 


Even conservative columnist William F. 
Buckley, in his November 2 newspaper column 
admitted that delaying press access to Gren- 
ada "was mistaken but not censorship." Ac- 
cording to Buckley, the day we wrote our ac- 
count of the communications action (Nov 27) 
was the first day that any significant number 
(fifteen) of reporters were allowed on Gren- 
ada. They were "under military supervision." 


Here in Vernon, as in many cities and towns 
across the country, the local press came to 
us for information. Our local paper, with the 
wire services at their fingertips, ran several 
stories based on our information, finishing 
up with a major, half-page article based on 
our October 31 issue of The DX Bulletin. 


The caller mentioned above pointed out a 
couple of things which bear mentioning.. 
the beginning, KA20RK/I37 was in commun 
cation with a specific few amateur stations 
in the states. He was soon besieged with hams 
offering their services for things like phone 
patches to places such as Outer Fencepost, N. 
Dakota. You know how it goes...although ARRL 
literature has preached for decades that we 
should keep our traps shut in an emergency 
unless we are specifically needed, many hams 
just can't resist breaking in. Barettella 
a brand-new ham, learned about this quickly! 
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So the State Department got FCC to author- 
ize operation first on 14.140 MHz, a stupid 
decision. After that came the move to 14.351. 


The word currently making the rounds is 
that Barettella was instructed to speak in 
ciphers because he was being monitored by op- 
posing forces on Grenada. We have also been 
told that many of the students at the Medical 
College ("True Blue") did feel endangered 
It would not be unreasonable to speculate 
that some of them thought Barettella's trans- 
missions were acting as a "homing device" for 
the "enemy." 


Our final analysis is that communications 
between Barettella and the U.S. government in 
the states got back to the military invasion 
force, and enabled them to most accurately as- 
sess the situation near the College. So we 
still believe amateur radio came out of this 
one looking very good, indeed 


Unfortunately, the upshot of Grenada is 
that the government has been forced to reit- 
erate a point made before---it is not allow- 
able for the rews media to walk into your ham- 
shack and get direct information from a seal- 
ed off area for the purpose of selling that 
information to the public. At least not when 

a de facto news blackout is in effect. It does 
give one pause...this writer monitored the 
Grenada communications, then sold the story 

to you, his subscribers! Hmmmm... 


TAIWAN REPORT BY I2MQP 


I2MQP/BV was the second expedition by the 
"Italian DX Blue Team," the first having been 
during the summer of 1983, from North Africa 
which resulted in many records being set on 
UHF, SHF and EHF. The Taiwan operation was 
possible thanks to BV2A and the Chinese Radio 
Association, The operation was cut short by 
an entire weekend, due to three earthquakes 
and a typhoon. 5300 contacts were made: 1.3K 
with Europe, 800 USA, 2.3K Japan, and the rest 
throughout the world. 


Propagation was very poor (Mario says), with 
no USA on 10 Meters (only three Europeans), very 
little DX worked on 15 due to QRM from JA, and 
very brief openings to the USA on 20 Meters. 


The Italian DX Blue Team, founded by 12]Q 


in October 1982, plans more expeditions which 
will be announced later.
